An unmarried woman, a widow, or 


a married woman who is living apart 
from her husband, must file an-In- 
come Tax return if her net income 
for 1919 was $1000 or over. She is 
entitled to an exemption on the first 
$1000 of her income. If i she is the 
head of a family, as defined in the 
Income Tax regulations, she may 
claim $1000. additional exemption. 
Also, she may claim further exemp- 
tion of $200 for 
each, person for 


whom she is the chief support, if 
the dependent is under IS or is men- 
tally'or physically defective. 


A married woman who has an in- 


come from a separate source than 
her husband is entitled to file a sep- 
arate return -with respect to.that in- 
come. Ordinarily a husband and 
wife file one joint return, including 
the income of both. But if the hus- 
band'does not include his wife's in- 
come, 'the wife j's required to file her 
own return. Separate returns oi 
husband and wife are required if 
either-had a net income exceeding 
$5000. 


A married -woman who lives with 


her husfoand,. is not allowed a pre- 
scribed exemption. She and ner hus- 
band have $2000 plus $200 addition- 
al for each dependent; and {his ex- 
emption, may be taken by either or 
divided in any manner between 
them.,

Previous to 
this time there were in the 19th. cen- 
tury two more years in which Feb- 
ruary had five Sundays and'29 days, 
the years,'1S52 and 1824, and they 
were preceded by a fprtv-year leap. 
The next February with five Sundays 
will occur in 1048 arid as-nin in 1976. 
and again in 2004. which is. the end 
of the 400 cycle, -when the dates in 
which February has five Sundays 
will be repeated in the same order 
previous to" the year 2404 nntil'2464 
and then repeat 


This is the 400 year cycle. There 


is also a 28-year cycle and a:fonr- 
year cycle. Leap year occurs every 
four years except on the years 1100, 
1800, 3900 and 2100 etc. The num- 
ber cannot be divided oy 400 or the 
(wo right hand figures cannot be 
divided "by four without a«remaind- 
er. But when the two right hand fig- 
ures of the given year can be divid- 
ed by four without a remainder it is 
a leap year. If one remains it is the 
first after leap year, if two the sec- 
ond and if thre^ the third. But wlien 
the two right hand places 
are 


naught, cut them off and divide th 


j left hand figures by 4 and nothini 
remains it is a leap year, but if one 
two or tliree remains it is a common 
vea?. The common year consists o 
385 days of 52 weeks, and one da\ 
over.

This association lasted 
until Mr. 


EJani's death about three years ago, 
when he became the senior member 
of the firm of Fesler, Elam & Young. 


He has been a trustee of Indiana 


university since 1902. He served as 
vice-president of the board for many 
years and is now its president. He 
was a member of the Indianapolis 
Park Board in 1914-15. For the last 
quarter of a century he has been a 
member of the Indiana and Indiana- 
polis bar associations, serving as 
president of the latter in 1916. He 
was one of the organizers and the 
third president of the JIarion Club. He 
belongs to the Columbia and Univer- 
sity clubs and is a member of the 
Phi Delta Theta fraternity.

granted special exemptions on thei 
earnings before figurine the incoin 
tax to lie collected. Although a. re 
turn must be filed by every unmar 
ried person, and by every marrie 
person living apart from wife (o 
husband) who had a net income o 
-flOOO or more during '1319, recbgni 
tion is made in the law of the home 
burdens carried by millions of sue] 
persons, and relief from 
excessivi 


taxation is especially provided. 


In addition to the ordinary per 


sonal exemption of $1000, an addi- 
tional exemption of $1000 is grantee 
to "heads of families": and there is 
also provided an exemption of .f20( 
for each dependent under 18 years 
of age or who is mentally or physi- 
cally defective. The $200 for each 
dependent may be claimed by anj 
taxpayer who is the chief support 
of such dependent. This is not con- 
fined to dependents who are mem- 
bers of the family or relatives. On 
the other hand it does not include 
servants or others who are earning 
their living. And it does not -apply to 
the wife or husband 'of the married 
taxpayer, even though such person 
may have become a total burden. 


It should be remembered that the 


person who claims exemption as 
"head of the family' must qualify 
for it. Two single persons who di- 
vide between them, more or 
less 


equally, the financial and other re- 
sponsibilities of a household cannot 
claim that either one is the head of 
the family. But if a single, person 
actually assumes the total respon- 
sibilities of'the household and is aid- 
ed by having one of his brothers 01 
sisters support himself and confri- 
bute an amount that could not pra- 
fically lie considered more than his 
board, such 
trivial circumstances 


must not lie allowed to interfere with 
his clear cla-im for exemption. 


A single person is the head of a 


family if by December 31st he ]in 
become the sole support of close re 
latives (by blood, marriage or a<3op 
tion) living in the same house wit 
him and looked upon by them to ex 
ercise a greater or less amount o 
control in the matters Effecting th 
support and 
maintenance 
of 
th 


household. 


The phrase "Sole Support" is her 


used in the sense that there is n 
other person to whom the depend 
ent.s are looking for a substantia 
portion of their support. There ma> 
be another source of income) sue 
as interests on bonds, dividends on 
stock, 
pension) 
which, if meagr 


enough to still leave the recipien 
dependent, should not interfere witi 
the claim for exemption. Such mea 
gre income of dependents, as well a 
the inconsequential profit 
on 
the

ber of the household, must howeve 
*be included in the return

head of the household. 


Bat a 
division of 
responsibility 


will in every case exclude the par- 
ties from the claim for the addition- 
al exemption. Article 302 of Regu- 
lations 45 defines that a head of f 
family is "a -person who actually 
supports 
and 
maintains 
in one 


household one or more individuals 
who are closely connected with him 
by blood relationship, 
relationship 


by marriage, or by adoption, 
ane 


whose right to exercise family con- 
trol and provide for these depend- 
ent individuals is based upon some 
moral or legal obligation". 


Once the existence of the fact that 


a taxpayer is the principal cause for 
the creation or maintenance of a 
home is established it cannot be de- 
stroyed by bis mere temporary or 
unavoidable absence from it. If a 
father is left with a young child to 
whom he cannot give the proper at- 
tention'himself,' and he places this 
child with relatives or elsewhere, he 
should- still be considered the head 
of a family even if yet further force 
of circumstances would obh'ge him 
to live elsewhere ^provided that he 
still exercised fatherly control over 
the -well-being, education, and filia 
feelings of the child, and did not 
(While furnishing the support) allow 
•the child to become a virtual orphan. 
If,' however, without necessity, the 
dependent" continuously ,makes , his 
home elsewhere, his benefactor
